Following are the recommendation*

I am convinced that results which 
are really worth while cannot be se­ 
cured, or fit least can be secured oui,' 
in small part, through the prosecution 
at irregular intervals of special in­ 
quiries bearing on particular services 
or features of administration.

As yet little if any attem pt ha* been 
made by law tu secure, either fur tie* 
higher administrative i>ositions in the 
service at Washington or for loi a I of 
fi< es. the qualifications which the in 
cum bent.« of these positions must have 
if the business of the government is 
to be conducted in the most efficient 
and economical manner. Furtherm ore, 
in tlie case of many of the local of­ 
ficers the law* positively provides that 
the term of office shall be of four 
years’ duration. 


Extension of Merit System. 
The next step which must be take 
is to require of beads of bureaus in 
the departments at Washington and 
of most of the local officers under the 
departm ents qualifications of capacity 
similar to those now required of cer 
tain heads of bureaus and of local of 
fleers. The extension of the merit sys­ 
tem to these officers and a needed re

dling of outgoing mail the averages by 
departm ents vary from $5.94 to $09.8 > 
per 1,000. 
This does not include the 
cost of preparation, but is confined 
merely to the physical side of the 
work. 
The variation between 
indi­ 
vidual offices is many times greater 
than that shown for averages by d e ­ 
partments. 
It has been found that differences of 
average cost by department* closely 
follow differences in method and that 
the greatest co*t is found in the de­ 
partm ent w here the method is most 
involved. 
Another fact is of interest 
viz, that in the tw o departm ents above 
referred to. which show the lowest 
averages, 
orders 
have 
been 
issued 
which will lead to large saving with* 


of, as at present, by two bureaus loeat 
ed iu different departm ents.

have much in common. Geo­ 
graphically they are similarly located; 
administratively they have many of 
the same problems. 
It is estimated 
that eonsolidataion would result in a 
saviug of not less than $100,000 an ­ 
nually. 
Iu a third re[>ort the commission has 
recommended the abolition of the re­ 
turns office of the departm ent of the 
interior. 
This action, in its opinion, 
will cause no loss in service to the 
public and will result in a direct sav­ 
ing of not less than $25,000 a year, in 
addition to a large indirect economy 
in the reduction of work to be per­ 
formed in the several offices. 
In another report the commission has 
recommended the consolidation of the 
six auditing offices of the treasury and 
the inclusion in the auditing system ‘»f 
the seven naval officers who now audit 
customs accounts at the principal ports. 
The changes recommended will improve 
in many ways the auditing of public 
accounts aiul wil! result in an immedi­ 
ate saving of at least $135,000 annually. 
A third series of reports Is being pre­ 
pared on those branches of t he organ- 
ization which are technical In charai 
ter and which t xist for the service of 
the government as a whole—branches 
which have to do with such m atters as 
public printing, heating, lighting, the 
making of repairs, the providing of 
transportation and the compilation of 
statistics where mechanical equipment 
ts essentia!.

Abolition of Local OiTces. 
Perhaps the part of the organization 
in which the greatest economy in pub­ 
lic expenditure is possible is to be 
found in the numerous local offices of 
the government 
In some instances the 
establishment 
tud the discontinuance 
of these local offices are m atters of ad­ 
ministrative discretion. 
Iu other in­ 
stances they are established by perma­ 
nent law in such a manner that their 
discontinuance is beyond the power of 
the president <>r that of any executive 
officer. 
Iu a number of services these 
lav's were passed nearly a century ago. 
t har.ges in economic conditions have 


In the second place, the removal of 
local officers from the realm of pn 
Mtfeal patronage in many cases would 
reduce the payroll of the field setv 
ices. 
At the present time tin* inCiim 
bents of many of these positions leave 
the actual performance of many of 
their duties to deputies and assistants 
The government often pays two per­ 
sons for doing work that could ensi!" 
be done by one. 
W hat is the loss to 
the government cannot be stated, but 
that it is very large cannot be denied 
when it 1* remembered how numerous 
are the local officers in the postal, cus­ 
toms. internal revenue, public lands 
and other field services of the. govern­ 
ment. 
In the third place, so long as locai 
officers are within the sphere of po­ 
litical patronage it is difficult to con 
slder the question of the establish 
ment or discontinuance of local offices 
apart from the effect upon local po 
litical situations. 
Finally the view that these various 
Offices are to be filled as a result ot 
political considerations has for its con 
sequence the necessity that the presi­ 
dent and members of congress devote 
to m atters of patronage time which 
they should devote to questions of pol­ 
icy and administration. 


D angers of Fixed Term System. 
The greatest economy and efficiency 
and the benefits which may accrue 
from tin* president’s devoting his time 
to the work which Is most worth while 
may be assured only by treating all 
1 the distinctly adm inistrative officers ir 
the departm ents at W ashington and in 
the field iu the sam e way as inferior 
officers have been treated. 
The time 
has come when all these officers should 
be placed In the classified service. The 
time has also come when those pro | 
visions of law* which give to these offi­ 
cers a fixed term of years should be re­ 
pealed. So long as a fixed term is pro 
vided by law the question of reappoint 
ment of an officer, no m atter how effi­ 
ciently be may have performed his du­ 
ties. will inevitably be raised period­ 
ically. 
So long as appointm ents to 
these offices must be confirmed by the 
senate and so long as appointm ents to 
them must be made every four years 
lust so long will it be impossible to 
provide a force of employees with a 
reasonably permanent tenure who are 
qualified by reason of education au<! 
training to do the best work. 


Superannuation. 
I shall submit in the near future for 
the consideration of the congress a 
plan for the retirem ent of aged em 
ployees in the civil service which will 
safeguard the interests of the govern 
ment and at the same tim e m ake rea 
sonable provision for the needs of 
those who have given the best part of 
their lives to the service of the state 
Iu every case where technical proc­ 
esses have been studied it 1ms been 
dem onstrated 
beyond 
question 
that 
large economies may be effected. 
The 
subjects first approached were those 
which lie close to each ad m in istrato r- 
viz, office practices. 
An illustration of 
the possibilities within this field may 
be found in the results of the inquiry 
into the methods of handling and filing 
correspondent o. 
Ev«ry office in the 
government has reported its methods 
to 
the 
commission. 
These reports 
brought to light the fact that present 
methods were quite the reverse of uni 
form. 
Some offices follow the practice 
i of briefing all correspondence; some do 


out Impairing efficiency. 
It cannot be 
said what the saving ultimately will be 
when the attention of officers in all of 
the departm ents has been focused on 
present methods with a view to chans 
ing them in snob manner as to reduce 
cost to the lowest point compaiib *| 
with 
efficient 
service. 
It. 
how ever.; 
must be a considerable percentage of j 
nearly $5,000,000, the total estim ated 
cost of handling this part of the gov­ 
ernment business at Washington. 


Need For Labor Saving Office Devices. 
The use of labor saving office devices 
in the service lias been made the sub­ 
ject of special inquiry* 
An impression 
prevails th at the government is not 
making use of m edianieal devices for 
economizing labor to the same extent 
as are efficiently managed private en­ 
terprises. 
A study lias been m ade of 
the extent to which devices of this 
character are now l>elug employed in 
the several branches of the govern 
ment and the opportunities that exist 
for their more general use. 
la order | 
to secure Information as to the v a rio u s! 
kinds of labor saving devices that u n ­ 
to existence and as to their aduptabil j 
ity to government work, an exhibition j 
of labor saviug office appliances was j 
held in W ashington from July 0 to 15. j 
1911. 
One hundred and ten m anufac­ 
turers and dealers participated, and | 
more than 10,000 officers and employees 
visited the exhibition. There is 
no 
doubt that the exhibition served the 
purpose of bringing to the attention of 
officers devices which can be employed 
by them with advantage. 'J he holding 
of this exhibition was. however, but a 
step preparatory to the contemplated 
investigation. 


U nn ecessary Cost of Copy Work. 
The efforts of the commission result­ 
ed also in tin* adoption by several bu­ 
reaus 
or 
departm ents 
of 
improved 
methods of doing copying. The amount 
of copy work heretfore done by band 
each year in the many offices is est: 
mated to aggregate several hundred 
thousand dollars, 
1 Lie commission ex­ 
hibited at its offices appliances that 
were thought to be especially adapted 
to this kind of government work. 
Fol­ 
lowing these demonstrations methods 
of copying were introduced which have 
brought about u saving of over T5 per 
cent 
iu office* 
where used 
for 
six 
months. This change iu one small cross 
section of office practice will more that, 
offset the whole cost of my inquiry 


Waste In Distribution of Public D ocu­ 
ments. 
Going outside the office, one of the 
business processes which lias been in 
vestigated is the distribution of depart­ 
mental documents. 
This is a subject 
with w hich both the congress and ad* 
ministration heads are familiar. 
The 
prevailing practice iu haudliug depart 
mental publications is to have them 
m anufactured at the government print­ 
ing office. 
Each job when completed 
is delivered to the department. 
Here 
the books or pamphlets are wrapped 
and addressed. They are then sent to 
the postoffice. 
There they are assorted 
and prepared for shipment through the 
mails. 
From the postoffiee they arc 
sent to the railroad station, which is 
only a few steps from the government 
printing office, whence they started. 
T he results of this laborious and eir 
cuitous method is to make the use of 
th e best mechanical equipment imprac­ 
ticable and to waste each year not less 
than a quarter of a million dollars of 
government funds in useless handling, 
to say nothing of the indirect loss due 
to lack of proper co-ordination. 


W asteful Use of Properties and Equip­ 
ment. 
The use of equipment is a m atter' 
which also has been investigated. 
Up 
to the present time this investigation 
has been in the main confined to the 
subject of electric lighting. 
T he gov 
em inent pays over $(‘»00.000 per year 
for electric current, 
it has m ade large 
capital outlay* for wiring and fixture«. 
W ith the increasing demands in man> 
buildings the present equipm ent is tax ­ 
ed to its limit, and if the present m eth­ 
ods are continued much of this v ir- 
ing must be done over. In m any places 
employees are 
working at a 
great 
physical disadvantage, due to inade­ 
quate and improper lighting and there 
by with re.Iu ed efficiency. 
1» every 
place w here the inquiry has been con 
ducted it appears that there i* lat- 
waste; that without the cost of re 
wiring, simply by giving proper atten­ 
tion to l.M»ation of lights and the use 
of proper lamp* and retie tors, the 
light efficiency &t points where needed 
may be much increased and the cost 
of current reduced from 30 to 60 per 
cent. 
O ther inquiries into the use 
which ia being made of properties and 


fire and other losses. 
Question has 
bocn raised whether the government 
might not apply the same principle to 
other forms of risk, including insur­ 
ance of the fidelity of officials and em­ 
ployee«. 
A report is now iu prepara­ 
tion on the subject which will show 
opportunities for large savings. 
1 be­ 
lieve that the present expense for in­ 
suring the faithful execution of con­ 
tracts, which, though paid by the con­ 
tractor, is more than covered in tb* 
added price to the government, can be 
largely reduced without taking away 
any element of security. 
The Importance of establishing and 
maintaining standard specifications is 
found not only in the possibility of 
very materially reducing the dire<*t 
cost of government trading, but also 
in insuring to the service materials, 
supplies and equiP,n<m! which are bet­ 
ter adapted to its purposes. 
One of 
the results of indefiniteness of specifi­ 
cations is to impose contract condi­ 
tions which make it extra hazardous 
for persons to enter into contractual 
relations. 
This not only deprives the 
government, of tne advantage of broad 
competition, but causes It to pay an 
added margin in price to vender*, who 
must carry the risk. 


Excessive Cost of Travel. 
The annual cost of travel to the gov­ 
ernm ent wa* found to be al>out $12.- 
009.000. 
It was also found that the 
government employees were traveling 
in practically every 
way ihat 
was 
open to the public. 
It w as further 
found that, although the government 
was the largest user of transportation, 
it was buying railroad tickets on a 
less favorable basis than would be 
possible if the subje< t of traveling ex- 
penditures were systematleally han­ 
dled from the point of view of the 
government as a whole. 
The form of 
ticket most often used between such 
points as New York. Philadelphia and 
W ashington was the single trip first 
class ticket. 
In two departm ents defi­ 
nite tests have been made in the use 
of mileage books, and in each prac­ 
tically the same result has been re­ 
ported—viz, an average saving of a lit­ 
tle over one-balf of 1 cent per mile. 
One of the results or byproducts of 
this inquiry into travel expenses was 
the recommendation th at the Jurat or j 
affidavit which i* now required bv o r­ 
der of the comptroller l>e discontinued, i 


pie a definite annual program of busi­ 
ness to be financed. 
It should be in 
the nature of a prospectus both of 
revenues and expenditures. 
It should 
comprehend every relation of the gov­ 
ernm ent to the people, w hether with 
reference to the raising of revenues or 
the rendering of service. 
In many foreign countries the an­ 
nual budget program is discussed with 
special reference to the revenue to be 
raised, tbe thought being th at the rais­ 
ing of revenue bears more direct rela 
tion to welfare than does government 
expenditure. 
Around 
questions 
of 
source 
of 
revenue 
political 
parties 
have been organized, and on such 
questions voters in the Tinted Stati c 
have takeu sides since the first rev 
enue law was proposed. 


Citizen*’ Inttrest In Expenditure*. 
In political controversy it has been 
assum ed generally that the individual 
citizen has little interest in what the 
government spends. 
Iu my opinion, 
this has been a serious mistake, om* 
which is becoming more serious each 
year. 
Now that population has be 
come more dense, that large cities 
have developed, that people are re 
quired to live in congested centers, that 
the national resources frequently ar«* 
the subject of private ownership and 
private control and that transportation 
and other public service facilities are 
held aud operated by large corpora 
tions. w hat the government does with 
nearly $1,000.000.000 each year is of as 
much concern to the average citizen a* 
is the m anner of obtaining this amount 
of money for public use. 
In the pres 
ent inquiry special attention has been 
given to the expenditure side. 
We w ant economy and efficiency. \i\ e 
w ant saviug and saving for a purpose. 
We w ant to save money to enable the 
government to go into some of the 
beneficial projects which we are de 
barred from taking up now because 
we cannot increase our expenditures 
Projects affecting the public health, 
new public works and other beneficial 
activities of government can be fur­ 
thered if we are able to get a dollar of 
value for every dollar of the govern­ 
m ent’s money which we expend. 


Continuance of the Commission. 
I ask the continuance of this com­ 
mission on economy and efficiency be­ 
cause of the excellent beginning which 
has been made toward the reorganiza­ 
tion of the machinery of this govern 
m ent on business principles. 
I ask it 
because its work is entirely nonpar­ 
tisan in character and ought to apply 
to every citizen who wishes to gire

Other Expenditures to Be Investigated. 
Before economy iu government tra d ­ 
ing can be adequately covered su d i 
subjects as the following must be sys­ 
tematically inquired into viz: Subsist­ 
ence and support of persons; s u b sist­ 
ence and care for animals and tlie stor­ 
age and «‘are of vehicles; telephone, 
telegraph and commercial messenger 
service; 
printing, 
engraving, 
litho­ 
graphing and binding; advertising and 
the publication of notices; heat, light, 
power and electricity purchased; re­ 
pairs by contract and open market or­ 
der; 
building 
and 
other 
materials; 
drafting, scientific and stationery sup­ 
plies; fuel; mechanics’, engineering ami 
electricians’ 
supplies; 
cleaning 
toilet supplies; wearing apparel 
hand sewing supplies; forage aud oth­ 
er supplies for animals; provisions; ex­ 
plosives and pyrotechnic supplies; heat, 
light, power and electrical equipment, 
live stock; furniture and furnishings; 
educational and scientific equipment. 
From w hat has been already ascertain­ 
ed concerning certain of these differ­ 
ent objects of government expenditure 
it is evident that large savings will re­ 
sult from such au examination. 


Reports at Present Required by Con­ 
gress. 
The commission has m ade a study of 
the present requirem ents of law ielat­ 
ing to reports which are in whole or 
in part financial iu character from the 
various 
departm ents 
and 
establish­ 
ments. 
There are more than ninety 
acts of congress which annually re­ 
quire reports of this character. 
These 
requirements of the law result in near­ 
ly 200 printed reports relating to finan­ 
cial matters, which must be submitted 
annually to the congress by the vari­ 
ous departm ents and establishments. 
Studies of these reports and com pari­ 
sons of the classification of expendi­ 
tures as set forth therein have been 
made by the commission to the end 
that, so far as practicable, uniformity 
of classification of objects of expendi­ 
ture may be recommended aud identi­ 
cal terminology adopted. 
In due time I shall transm it to the 
congress smdi recommendations foi 
changes in the present laws relating to 
these annual reports as appear to bo 
pertinent and necessary. 


No National Budget. 
The United States is the only great 
nation whose government is operated 
without a budget. 
This fact seems to 
be more striking when it is consid­ 
ered that budgets and budget proce­ 
dures are the outgrowth of democratic 
doctrines and have had an important 
part in the development of modern 
constitutional rights. 
Tbe American 
commonwealth 
has 
suffered 
much 
from irresponsibility on the part of its 


in which we feel a ju st pride. 
This 
work further commends itself for tin* 
reason that the cost of organization 
and work has been carefully consider­ 
ed 
a t 
every 
jvoiiit. 
Three 
months 
w ere taken in consideration of pkens 
before the inquiry w as begun; six 
m onths were then spent in preliminary 
investigations before the commission 
was organized. 
Before March 3, 1911, 
when I asked for a continuation of 
the original appropriation for the ear- 
rent year, only $12' < 0 had been spent. 
It is a m atter of public record that 
the three largest Insurance companies 
In New York when under legislative 
Investigation spent more than $500,- 
000 for expert services to assist tF** 
adm inistration to [)ut the business on 
a modern basis, but the economies the 
first year were more than tenfold the 
cost. 
I am informed th at New York, 
Chicago, Boston, St. Louis. Cincinnati, 
M ilwaukee and other cities are prose­ 
cuting inquiries the cost of which is 
largely disproportionate to the cost in 
curred 
by 
t lie 
federal 
government. 
Furtherm ore, these Inquiries have th<* 
vigorous support and direct co-opera­ 
tion of citizen agencies which alone 
are spending not less than $200,000 
per annum. 
I sincerely hope that congress will 
not In its anxiety to reduce expendi­ 
tures economize by cutting off’ an ap­ 
propriation 
Which is likgly to offer 
greater opportunity for real economy in 
the future than any other estimated 
for. 
As has been said, the changes which 
have already been made are resulting 
in economies greater than the cost of 
the inquiry. 
Reports in my hands, 
with recommendations, estimate ap­ 
proximately $2,090,000 of possible an­ 
nual economies. 
Other subjects under 
Investigation indicate much larger re­ 
sults. 
These represent only a few of 
the many services which should be sub­ 
jected to a like painstaking inquiry. 
If 
this is done it is beyond question that 
m any millions of savings may be real­ 
ized. Over and above the economy and 
increased efficiency which may be said 
to result from the work of the commis­ 
sion as such is an indirect result that 
cannot well be measured. 
I refer to 
the influence which a vigorous, thor­ 
oughgoing executive inquiry has ou 
each of .the adm inistrative units. 
Iu this relation it may be said th a t 
the expenditure for the inquiry during 
the present fiscal year is at the rate of 
$130,000. 
The mass of information 
which must be collected, digested and 
summarized pertaining to each sub­ 
ject of inquiry is enormous. ? From the 
results obtained it is evident th a t ev­ 
ery dollar which is spent in the prose­ 
cution of the inquiry in the future will 
result in 
mauifold savings. 
Every 
economy which has been or will be ef­ 
fected through changes in organization 
or method will inure to the benefit of 
the government and of the petfple in 
Increasing measure through the years 
■which follow. 
It is clearly the part of 
wisdom to provide for the coming year 
m eans at least equal to those available 
during the current year, and iu my 
opinion the appropriation should be in- 
governing agencies. The constitutional ‘ crease(j to $200,000, and an additional 
purpose of a budget is to m ase go\ 
ernm ent responsive to public opinion 
and responsible for its acts. 
A budget should be the means for 
getting before the legislative branch, 
before the press aad before the peo- 


umouut of $50,000 should be provided 
for the publication of those results.
